The demonstrators., like those 
who fear trouble will also remain in- 
doors for their meetings however, the 
government ban on open air meetings 


is to be strictly enforced. Army leave 
has been stopped and every available 
reserve will be on duty. 


The greatest danger lies in the fact 


that while tomorrow's demonstration 
are ostensibly against the fascisti, the 
food shortage and desperate financial 
situation is forcing thousands of or- 
dinarily disinterested citizens into the 
communist ranks. It is really against 
lack of-fOod and the worthlessness of 
the mark that many are demonstra- 
ting. 


If Sunday passes without a crisis, 


there will be undoubtedly an improve- 
ment in the situation. A natural phy- 
chological reaction will set in, which 
will work out in the governments fa- 
vor. However if Sunday "runs red" no 
one can predict what may Jiappen.

ffew law Held Not to Give Present 


Superintendents Two'More 


Years. 


Assistant Attorney General Lloyd 


Dort,. dnsirerlng-Miss- Grant, county

It is now high time to learn to tread 


water. 
This is one way of resting 


when you are tired. It is also useful 
in case you fall into water with your 
street clothes and wish to undress in 
the water in order to be rid of cum 
bersome skirts and shoes. 
Everyon- 


should know how to tread water. 


Treading water, as you no doubt 


know, means keeping an upright posi- 
tion 'in the water, with a moderate 
movement of your legs to support you 
It is used in deep water, but you will 
want to try it fit^t in water about as 
deep as your chin so that >ou will not 
be beyond your depth. Stand upright 
.n the watpr and work your legs as if 


i riding a bicycle, at the same time pat- 
! ticg the water with your hands as 
log paddling. After learning to keep 
your balance you need not use youi 
hands in treading, but at first it ib 
necessary. 


After learning to tread 
you can 


walk about in deep water. Keep youi 
chest well expanded to give buoyancy 
and a strong, quick movement of your 
legs, in a sort 
of a scissors like 


motion. 
After a little practice you 


can do this easily, walking about in 
the water while fixing your cap or 
doing whatever else you wish with 
your hands. Try it first very near the 
edge so that you can reach out and 
seize the rope or bar if you have diffi- 
culties. 


When you wish to resume swim- 


ming, throw your head and shoulders 
back and your arms out at 
right 


angles to your body, thea sweep them 
toward your hips in a powerful stroke. 
This will pull your body into position 
for fcwlmming -on your back and you 
can continue with this stroke or turn 
to your side stroke or breast stroke as 
desired.

How You Can Make 
the Summer Kitchen 
a Comfortable Plate

JTCilENS have their seasons 


as do flowers and other nice 
things, and they should be 


suitably dressed for each ia 
turn, "if we cannot afford to do 
over our kitchens or get tlift land- 
lords to do so, we should do the 
best we can by cleaning thoroughly 
and eliminating the useless things 
that clutter needlessly. This process 
of elimination is too often over- 
looked, and if neglected, it causes 
lot of extra and profitless work 
all summer. 
In the first place, when the 


screens go in. remove the extra cur- 
tains of muslin, gingham- or'other 
materials, and add a dark green 
shade to each window. Then, when 
the morning work is done, dra^j- 
down the windows and shades on 
the sunny side, draw down the win- 
dows to within three inches o£ the 
bottom on the shady side and pull 
down the dark shades. If this is 
done, the kitchen will be as cool at 
any other room when it comes tinja 
to go in there to get the dinner. 
All the winter cooking pots not 
likelv to be needed In the summer 
should be cleaned and put away, 
leaving the summer-cookery pots 
and pans in convenient spaces. Then 
all cracked and broken stiitf, shabby, 
dented saucepans and so on should 
be cleaned out. They will probably 
never be used, and only fill valua- 
ble space. Wash all dusters, brushes 
and brooms and see that they hive 
cords to hang them by, so they keep 
clean and fresh. The kitchen furni- 
ture is always th»- fresher for a coat 
of paint, and the tables more invit- 
ing for new oilcloth covers. 
If your kitchen gets overheated 
when the oven is going, and unbear- 
able to work in. look about and see 
wherein the condition may be cor- 
rected.

The next question in the construc- 


tion of such a will is the right of a 
husband to make such limitations. 


This right comes down from the old 


English common law when a wife had 
no property in her own right—that all 
of what 
we consider 
the 
common 


property of the family belonged to 
her husband, and she had no right to 
dispose of it in any manner. 


It would seem that the first duty 


of the next legislature would be to 
absolutely destroy 
this 
so-called 


right in making wills. 
Such a rule 


should have no place in free America.

Bottle Feeding. 


There is no such thing as cheap 


milk for children, particularly babies. 
Milk and all that concerns it is more 
important to the baby than everything 
else put together. The best milk is 
mother's milk; and the best substi- 
tute, wfieit mother's mllk^can not be 
had, is certified cow's milk. If certi- 
fied milk is not available, buy pas- 
teurized milk—or pasteurize it yonr- 
self. 
If 
you pasteurize 
it 
yourself, 


let's j start by buying "bottled" milk; the 


chain from cow to baby is long 
enough at best; and milk sold in any 
other way than bottled involves more 
changes of receptacles—and every 
change increases the danger Of con- 
tamination. 


Select as many smooth, 
round 


nursing bottles as you are giving 
feeding in twenty-four hours. Clean 
them thoroly-when you get them and 
repeat immediately after each feeding 
by rinsing in clear water, soaking in 
suds, borai or soap water, scrubbing 
with a clean brush in warm soap-suds 
and rinsing in boiling water. 


Get the same number ot collapsible 


rubber tops and cleanse after ecch 
feeding by scrubbing Inside and out 
in warm soapy water. Boil them once 
a day. Never touch the part of the 
top that goes into the baby's month. 


Now you are ready for pasteurisa- 


tion—for borne pasteurisation should 
always be done in the feeding bottle. 
Mix the milk as directed by the doe- 
tor's "formula" and pour tne pre- 
scribed amount into each bottle. Put 
the bottles Into a wire backet which 
put into a tin bucket filled with water 
a little above the level at which tbe 
milk stands in the bottles.

licans and democrats alike agreed to- 
day that he would be the 
logical 


standard bearer. 


Near as the new party may be, it 


was evident that LaFollette is satis- 
fied by the progress being made by 
his group and does 
not intend to 


check the progressive movement by 
some premature launching of a third 
party. 


President Harding is branded as a 


reactionary Jjy La FolieUe. His asser- 
tion that "war on the reactionaries" 
would be carried into next year's pres- 
idential primaries, was accepted as 
the intention of the forces he leads 
to contest's Harding's renomination 
at every point.

Members .of the state guaranty fund 


commission expecUto be able to save 
that fund considerable money as a re- 
sult of the order that recently went 
out directing the men in charge as re- 
ceivers of failed state banks to turn 
over their assets by August 7th. Each 
of these .receivers is paid out of the 
collections made, and in most cases 
he' has to employ attorneys io make 
the collections. 
These 
are usually 


local lawyers who advise the receiver 
and bring and prosecute actions on 
notes. 


No lawyers have yet been named to 


act for the commission, but it is un- 
derstood 
that the number will be 


much less than are now employed.

While we are busy with 
matters immediately 
in 
front, 
we 


must not forget to be on our guard 
against a surprise from the rear." 


This very illuminating anecdote de- 


veloped while I was engaged in mak- 
ing a new appraisal of Mr. Ford as 
possible presidential timber. Several 
questions were running through 
my 


mind:

"Will he become an avowed can- 


didate for the presidency?" 


"If so, will he be elected?" 
"Is he a safe man to entrust with 


so much power and responsibility?" 


"Is he really sincere in his silence 


and indifference, or 
is 
he 
playing 


politics under cover?" 


These are the questions that are 


troubling the political and financial 
leaders of the nation, plus'the voters 
who are eager to "Honk for Henry" 
as soon as they get the signal. Every 
big newspaper in the nation has tried 
to induce Mr. Ford to declare himself 
on the presidency, and he, has de- 
clined to talk. Eminent men of both 
parties have gone to him with tears 
in their eyes, and urged riim to tell 
the people what he is going to do 
about it 
Some have advised him to 


openly declare that his .hat is in the 
ring while others have 'pleaded with 
him not to let anything interfere with 
the development of 
his 
industrial 


plans. But in all these instances the 
advisers did all the talking. 
Henry 


merely listened and 
replied not 
a 


word. And the men who came with 
tears in their eyes went away weep- 
ing, for the wizard of Dearborn did 
not give them a single crumb of en- 
couragement. 


Those who have tried to get a seat 


on the Ford band wagon have failed. 
Political vamps who have sought to 
lure Ford into compromising entangle- 
ments of some sort have all stubbed^ 
their toes. 
"Ford's 
Eyes 
"Turned 
Backward.' 


Ford is an exceedingly shrewd man. 


He knows how to read people with- 
out a guide book. His power of in- 
tuition is akin to clairvoyance. 
He 


understands perfectly that there are 
numerous smooth, well-oiled 
gentle- 


men in business and politics whose 
chief stock in trade is a cheap ability 
to "put something" over on the other 
fellow or to "get something" on some- 
body. Like the woodcock. Ford's eyes 
are turned backward watching these 
political hawks while he keeps right 
on turning out moreautomobiies. 


Ford's non-committal attitude is an 


indication of his shrewdness. If the 
demand for him is strong enough, and 
of the right quality he would probably 
make the race, although 
even 
this 


guarded statement has no authority 
from him; but it is absolutely certain 
that he would not cross the street 
or speni a cent to get the nomination. 
Henry Ford is not going to let any- 
body make a monkey out of him over 
this president business. 
Therefore 


the supreme question will be answered 
by developments of the future which 
no man or group of men seems to be 
able to control. 
• 


Undoubtedly Ford would win if he 


accepted the nomination, or was 
drafted - as an independent, because 
he would not allow his name to be 
used unless he were Satisfied that he 
could be elected. He does not covet 
the office just for the honors of the 
job. His test of 
every 
proposed 


undertaking i? "What good 
will 
it 


do?" 


Financial leaders and their assoc- 


iates ask the question, "Is he safe?" 
They fear he will rashly upset the 
present order and try out some pro- 
gram that will impair the value of 
property. As an industrial leader he 
does not do anything rasli, and itjis 
not likely he would hastily change 
conditions as president. He makes 
decisions involving 
the 
outlay of 


several millions of dollars, but he will 
spend many years 
perfecting 
the 


plans on which the 
money is ex- 


pended. He bought a railroad 
ap- 


parently without much consideration, 
and spent twelve 
years and forty 


millions of dollars developing 
the 


farm tractor. As president he would 
not use knock down and ' drag out 
methods. He jjever fires men if he

really counted for the country. Ford 
mores cautiously, and insists m get- 
ting all the facts about a project be- 
fore actins. He would wreck the pie 
counter in the interest of efficiency.
